OFFERED BY MR. TRAFICANT OF OHIO

In the matter proposed to be inserted as part E of

title VIII of the Elementary and Secondary Education

Act of 1965 by section 801 of the bill, insert after section

8520 the following:
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“SEC. 8521. SENSE OF CONGRESS; REQUIREMENT REGARD-
ING NOTICE; USE OF AMERICAN-MADE STEEL.

“(a) PURCHASE OF AMERICAN-MADE EQUIPMENT
AND PropDUCTS.—In the case of any equipment or prod-
ucts that may be authorized to be purchased with financial
assistance provided under this Act, it is the sense of the
Congress that entities receiving such assistance should, in
expending the assistance, purchase only American-made
equipment and products.

“(b) NOTICE TO RECIPIENTS OF ASSISTANCE.—In
providing financial assistance under this Act, the head of
each Federal agency shall provide to each recipient of the
assistance a notice describing the statement made in sub-
section (a) by the Congress.

“(¢) USE OF AMERICAN-MADE STEEL.—A school
system receiving financial assistance under this Act for

construction shall use American-made steel for such con-
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I struction and shall comply with the requirements of the

2 Buy American Act.”.
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
